ed at Clinton, Iowa, la st Sunda y and 
turned over to Sheriff Sherd Dodson, 
who brought him back to Oregon. He 
was alleged to ha ve been a member of 
wha t appea red to be a well organized 
g a ng of thieves who were robbing 
: ora g es in Ogle county for some time 
past. 
On his fa rm about eig ht miles 
northeast of Oregon, Sheriff Dodson 
found la rge qua ntities of a utomobile 
supplies and a ccessories. It is said. 
C-.mling is described a s being he- 
tw-on 23 and 24 yea rs of a ge, about 
five feet and ten inches in height, 
weig hing about 150 pounds. 
He wore 
t grey suit a nd low tan s h o s , also 
suit of khaki covera lls when lie es 
raped from the jail this morning.
